Solar heat causes heavy ‘evaporation 
losses. The sun first evaporates part 
Oi the liquid and then heats the va- 
pors.

Since 
most of the storage tanks in use are 
able to withstand only a slight pres- 
sure, excessive pressure is relieved by 
&n automatic exhaust valve that per- 
mits some of the vapors to escape.

storage tank with a capacity of ap- 
proximately 55,000 barrels at represen- 


tative pressure gvill lose about 80,000 
gallons of gasoline per year through 
the exhaust valve. There are more 


than 20,000 storage tanks in the South- 
West alone, and the annual evapora- 
tion loss from them probably exceeds 
a billion gallons of gasoline. 

lew previously proposed remedies 
have been suitable or economically 
practical. And the feasible methods — 
floating roofs, expansion roofs, .pres- 
Sure tanks — are not applicable to 
many of the cone roof tanks in use. 

Apparently the method developed 


here by Dr. Basore is particularly ap- 
plicable to the many cone roof tanks 
Still in operation. With it, hot vapors 


discharged from the top of the tank 
are delivered to an adjacent heat ex- 
changer. The cooled vapors are re- 
turned to the tank. The vapors thus 
returned to the top of the tank have a 
Profound effect upon the vapor pres- 
sure within the tank and provide for 
the control of the pressure within the 


Structural limitations of the tank. 

As a result of the unequal heating 
of the tank, vapor circulation is auto- 
matic with the Auburn-developed pro- 
cess: Increased heating results in an in- 


creased volume of vapor and a greater 
Pressure that pushes a greater volume 
of hot vapor into the adjacent heat 
exchanger and hence forces a greater 
volume of cooled vapors back into the 
top of the tank. Through the effect 
mentioned above the cooled vapors 
lower the pressure in the tank.

Dr. M. Priest Advises 
Egyptian Government 


Dr. Melville S. Priest, head of the 
Auburn Civil Engineering Department, 
is on his third visit to Egypt as a United 
Nations consultant on hydraulics, One 
of the ‘foremost U. S. experts on wave 
action and beach erosion, Dr. Priest’s 
specific mission on this visit is to ad- 
vise Egyptians on methods of controlling 
and preventing beach erosion. 

In 1956 Dr. Priest made his first visit 
to Egypt as a United Nations consul- 
tant on hydraulics but had that tour in- 
terrupted by the Suez crisis. He re- 
turned in 1957 and advised the 
Egyptian government on a number of 
hydraulics problems in connection with 
Nile River, the Aswan Dam, and ground 
water in the delta areas. 

Pleased with his work upon the first 
visits, the Egyptian government re- 
quested this visit through the U. N. 
Technical Assistance Administration al- 
most two years ago, but Auburn teach- 
ing, administrative and research com- 
mitments delayed the trip until this

From the Editor's Cubbyhole— 


A Quibble With Our Senior Senator

To make a point, the editor wants to engage in a bit of pedantry 
and pick at a quotation (see National Defense Education Act fellowship 
story on page 3) attributed in a news release to Senator Lister Hill. 


Acording to our source, Senator Hill 
—in defining the purpose of the ND- 
EA Title IV — concluded by saying 
that it exists “to insure that our na- 
tion will have available the scientists, 
engineers, and other _ technically 
erated people that we need to meet 
the demands of national security.” 


- The quotation is@kcctrent as far as 


it goes, but it omits a very important 
segment of the purpose of NDEA, as 
I have understood it. An easy remedy 
for the defect might be to insert “and 
culturally” before “trained people.” 
Provisions of NDEA Title IV cover the 
expansion of graduate programs in the 
liberal arts as well as in science and 
technology. 


The Alumnews rather suspects that 
the omission of a term to indicate this 
inclusion is the error of one of Sena- 
tor Hill’s aides rather than of the dis- 
tinguished Senator himself. Probably 
few Senators equal, and none exceeds, 
Lister Hill in his grasp of human af- 
fairs, Behind his ability lies know- 
ledge of ancient history, literature, and 
governments as well as of medern 
science, and he has stated his aware- 
ness of the importance of both. One of 
American education’s most able advo- 
cates in the halls of Congress, he is 
the author and supporter of many help- 
ful legislative educational acts and has 
never to my knowledge supported any 
Iegislation that would hamper educa- 
tion by limiting it to a narrow, com- 
pletely utilitarian purpose, 


_ Nevertheless, the omission in the 
news release from his office is to be 
regretted: There is a serious general 
tendency to think of science and tech- 
nology alone when we consider educa- 
tional needs for national security and

for the preservation of the human race 
from weapons that science and tech- 
nology themselves have devised. Yet, 
America’s inability to communicate 
with other nations because of our gen- 
eral deficiency in mastery of languages, 
literature, and history is such that 
one aspect of the problem was pointed 
up recently on the comic pages of our 
daily papers (by Milton Caniff in “Steve 
_Canyon’’), 


Here at Auburn we are proud of our 
contributions to national defense 
through the Auburn University in- 
structional and research programs in 
science and technology. But blest with 
a liberal arts tradition that goes back 
to the church-supported institution 
that initiated higher education on The 
Plain, we seek to maintain an acute 
awareness of the spiritual and cultural 
values that are not only vital for the 
welfare of the individual human soul 
but for that of democratic society as 
well. 


I am certain that Senator Hill shares 
Auburn’s pride in its wedding of the 
liberal arts tradition with the practical 
purposes of the Land Grant Act and 
believe that he would further agree 
with The Alumnews’ hope that Auburn 
may soon qualify many other graduate 
programs, in both the sciences and the 
humanities, for NDEA assistance — We 
should note here that NDEA Title IV 
news releases usually mention the aid 
offered the graduate student, but they 
do not always mention that the insti- 
tution with approved programs may re- 
ceive up to $2,500 per NDEA fellow to 
improve instructional facilities for 
NDEA approved programs.

Three items in this issue concern visits of Auburn faculty members 
to foreign countries: Dr. Kosolapoff to Russia, Dr. Priest to Egypt, and 


on a Fulbright lectureship to Erlangen, 
Germany; Dr. David Malone has just 
returned from a two-year Fulbright 
lectureship in Vienna, Austria. 

To me these items seem extremely 
significant for Auburn University: they 
denote, as Publicity Director L. O. 
Brackeen noted in a recent column, that 
Auburn is spreading her influence 
around the world. Through these and 
other distinguished faculty members 
that go abroad as consultants and lec- 
turers, we present the best of our cul- 
ture and science to the people of other 
lands, quiet often to places where 
America desperately needs understand- 
ing and personal friendship — as dis- 
tinguished from the sort of political 
friendship that, born of expediency, 
seldom, outlives its parent. 

Then, of course, there is another ad- 
vantage. These representatives of Au- 
burn, through the quality of their ser- 
vices abroad, enhance Auburn’s repu- 
tation in the U. S; The honor which 
they gain on alien shores often serves 
to emphasize their abilities in such a 
way that they receive more nearly 
their due honor at home. 

But perhaps most significant of all, 
these men come back to Auburn bet- 
ter prepared for the teaching and re- 
search tasks before them. They go to 
other lands principally as experts to 
give of their knowledge and of them- 
selves, but they also gain from it new 
breadth and depth in experience and 
insight, new inspiration for their class- 
room and laboratory labors here. 


Combustible Students 


In one of his speeches before pro- 
fessional engineering groups in Ala- 
bama, Dean Fred H. Pumphrey said 
in one paragraph what The Alumnews 
has often attempted to say in long 


. editorials: 


“We believe that the ultimate re- 
sponsibility for learning rests with the 
student, This responsibility cannot be 
shifted to the teacher. The teachers, 
however, should be leaders in the 
search for knowledge, and for this 
reason we are encouraging research in 
the School of Engineering. We believe 
that if our teachers are ‘on fire’ and 
our student are ‘combustible,’ our 
students will inevitably ‘catch fire.’ ” 


Which Draws The Pay? 


Some time ago Herman P. Miller of 
the Bureau of the Census developed 
the following set of statistics compar- 
ing the lifetime earning power of peo- 
ple with various levels of education: 


DEGREE OF INCOME—AGE 18 

EDUCATION TO DEATH 
Less than 8 years —....... $130,000 
8 years 182,000 
H.S. 1-3 years 211,000 
H.S. 4 years 258,000 
College 1-3 years 315,000 
College Graduate 435,000 


Many people interested in higher 
education have used the figures to es- 
timate the value of college education 
to an individual, the state, or the na- 
tion. Recently there have been several 
protests against over-simplified appli- 
cations that assume, for example, that 
a college education is worth exactly 
$253,000 more than an elementary 
school one. 

Objectors note that the level of 
education attained is generally an in- 
dicator of individual initiative, that the 
initiative as well as the education ac- 
counts for the higher earning power 
of the college graduate. Says J. A. 
Livingston, financial editor of the Phil- 
adelphia Bulletin, “It’s the person, not 
the sheepskin, that gets paid.” 

The Alumnews editor agrees with 
the objectors and wishes to go one step 
farther by suggesting that a man’s 
earnings may be a very poor indicator 
of the value to society of both his edu- 
cation and individual initiative. There 
are dedicated professors on the Au- 
burn campus, several with Ph.D. de- 
grees, whose lifetime earnings from

teaching, even if they teach a full 40 
years, will not exceed $200,000.

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To Be Successful — 


Universities Must Remain Free

On July 4 one hundred and eighty-four years ago 13 assembled 
states of the United States wrested from the hands of tyranny the eternal 
right to “life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 


Then, on the ruins of an old govern- 
ment they built a new one, laying its 
foundation on the principle, among 
others, that universal education was a 
necessity for their safety and happi- 
ness. 

Today the freedom of that education 
if often challenged. 


“Any worthwhile university lives in 
chronic tension with the society that 
supports it,” a college president re- 
marked recently. His words appear in 
The Campus and The State, a 1959 
survey of academic freedom. 


“New ideas always run the risk of 
offending entrenched interests within 
the community,” the report noted. “If 
higher education is to be successful in 
its creative role, it must be guaranteed 


some protection against reprisal .. .” 


Among the best. guardians available 
are the alumni of the nation’s colleges 
and universities. 


Editorial Projects for Education, Inc., 
said recently: “Probably the. best pro- 
tection against the danger of reprisals 
against free institutions of learning is 
their alumni; alumni who understand 
the meaning of freedom and give their 
strong and informed support to matters 
of educational] principle. 


“Sometimes such support is available 
in abundance and offered with intelli- 
gence. Sometimes — almost always be- 
cause of misconception or failure to be 
vigilant — it is not.” 


Among the most often-used reprisals 
are threats to the budget. There are 
many examples of alumni who use 
these threats in a conscious or un- 
conscious fight against the academic 
freedom of the university. For ex- 
ample: 


@ An alumnus of a private college 
was a regular and heavy donor to the 
annual alumni fund. He had provided 
handsomely for his alma mater in his 
will. Then he learned through his 
grandson that a professor at his old 
school not only did not condemn but 
actually discussed the need for the 
national debt. He threatened to with- 
draw his support unless the professor 
ceased uttering such nonsense or was 
fired! (The prof didn’t change his views 
and wasn’t fired, but the college is not 
Sure where it stands in the alumnus’ 
will.) 


@ When no students from a certain 
County met the admission requirements 
to a southwestern university’s medical 
School, the county’s angry legislator 
declared he was “out to get” the vice- 
president in: charge of the medical 
School, who had supported the school’s 
admissions committee. The university’s 
trustees, virtually all of whom were 
alumni, joined other alumni and the

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local chapter of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors to rally 
successfully to the v.p.’s support. 


e A president of a publie institution 
recently. announced he would have to 
limit the number of students in next 
fall’s freshman class if high academic 
standards were to be maintained, Sev- 
eral legislators attacked him. When the 
issue was explained to alumni, they 
decisively supported the president. 


As the EPFE points out, “in the fu- 
ture, as in the past, educational insti- 
tutions worth their salt will be in the 
midst of controversy. Such is the na- 
ture of higher education: ideas are its 
merchandise, and ideas new and old 
are frequently controversial. An educa- 
toinal institution, indeed, may be doing 
its job badly if it is not involved in 
controversy, at times.” 

To understand this is to appreciate 
fully the real meaning of academic 
freedom. If colleges and universities in 
the South are to prosper, they must 
receive understanding and support by 
alumni and the public of those basic 
principles which allow higher educa- 
tion to remain free and effectual.

Former Tiger End 
Killed In Japan 


A former Auburn football player was 
killed in Japan Aug. 4 when the 
T-33 jet trainer he was piloting crashed 
near Nagoya in central Honshu. He 
was David T. Ridgway, Jr., an Air Force 
captain. 

Ridgway was an end on the Auburn 
team, playing his last season in 1951.

According to reports from Japan, 
Ridgway and a Japanese student were 
on a routine flight when the plane 
plunged into a field and burned. The 
student, a member of the Japanese 
Self-Defense Force, also was killed.

The 30-year-old Ridgway was from 
Jackson, Miss. His widow is the for- 
mer Peggy Patterson of Columbus, Ga. 
She and the couple’s two children were 
in Japan at the time of the accident.

NDEA Boosts Doctoral Program Here 


When the new academic year begins 
next month, nineteen Auburn graduate 
students will be pursuing doctoral stu- 
dies through fellowships under the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act, accord- 
ing to Dr. W. V. Parker, dean of the 
Graduate School. Included in the group 


are eight doctoral fellows that began 
their studies last year in mathematics 
and eleven new NDEA fellows, of whom 
three will be in agronomy, four in 
chemistry, and four in mathematics. 

According to Senator Lister Hill (D.- 
Ala.), “The purpose of the fellowship 
program provided under Title IV of the 
National Defense Education Act is to 
help promising students to prepare 
themselves for college teaching careers 
and thus to insure that our nation will 
have available the scientists, engineers, 
and other technically trained people 
that we need to meet the demands of 
national security.” 

Ten of Auburn’s new NDEA fellows 
will be entering a three-year program 
to prepare them for college teaching; 
one, who was a graduate student here 


in chemistry last year, will be on a 
two-year program. All are working 
toward the Doctor of Philosophy de- 
gree. NDEA appointments carry . sti- 
pends of $2,000 for the first year, $2,200 
for the second year, and $2,400 for the 
third year plus an additional allowance 
of. $400 per year for each dependent.

The heat exchanger is nothing more 
than a tube conducting the vapors 
through a container of liquid which 
absorbs the heat from the vapors. 
Since the evaporation problem is caused 
by unequal heating of the stored pro- 
duct, the cooling medium can be liquid 
from the center of the tank. 


After five years’ research, Dr. Basore 
wrote Experimental Study of the Elim- 
ination or Reduction of Storage Los. 
ses of Petroleum Products, recently 
published by the Auburn Engineering 
Experiment Station as Bulletin No. 38. 
An abstract appeared in the Engineer- 
ing Index, and the report has been 
accepted by the Oil and Gas Journal. 

The study was a cooperative pro- 


ject of the Auburn Research Founda- 
tion and the Graver Tank and Manu- 
facturing Co. of Indiana. Research for 
the project was done here on a labora- 
tory scale in conjunction with the com. 
pany, which did the experimental work 
on the pilot scale model. 


In Auburn Research Foundation Bul- 
letin No. 38 that contains the results of 
his study, Dr. Basore makes a spec- 
ial acknowledgement to William L. 
Barham °47 and R. W. Bodley, “who 
secured most of the pilot plant results.” 
Bodley is an engineer for Graver Tank 
and Manufacturing Co. Barham, who 
did his work on this project as an Au- 
burn research assistant in Chemical 
Engineering, has since earned his Ph.D. 
at Louisiana State University.

For Poultry Disease Control — 


Auburn Develops Cholera Bacterin 


Successful control of fowl cholera with an experimental bacterin 
was announced August 3 by two Auburn University scientists at the 
Poultry Science Association meeting at the University of California, 


Davis, California. 

The control was explained in a re- 
search paper by Dr. E, C. Mora and 
Dr. S. A. Edgar, poultry pathologists 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
here, who developed the bacterin, 
which is a composite of three virulent 
Strains of the disease. 

Indications are that the highly infec- 
tious fowl cholera is becoming more 
common in Alabama and neighboring 
States. The heavy concentration of 
poultry in the southeastern states in- 
creases the chances of fowl cholera be- 
coming one of the most important in- 
fectious diseases of poultry in the 
area, they pointed out. In some north- 
ern states, fowl cholera is already one 
of the three most often diagnosed dis- 
eases in laying stock. 

The new Auburn bacterin is rapidly 
absorbed into the system of the bird, 
providing early protection and effec- 
tive control of fowl cholera outbreaks. 
Field trials of the vaccines were made 
in 19 flocks totaling 124,000 birds. 
Seventeen of the 19 flocks were suf- 
fering from natural outbreaks of the 
disease. In all cases the birds were be- 
ing treated medically but with little or 
no success. The birds of all test flocks 
were inoculated twice within a three- 
week interval. Some flocks received 
medication simultaneously. Results 
following use of the Auburn bacterin 
were: (1) drop in death losses, usually 
within four to five days; (2) no in- 
crease in mortality after stopping 
medication, usually after four or five 
days; and (3) no birds developed 
chronic signs of the disease up to eight 
months after inoculation. 

One flock of 1,600 and another of 4,- 
300, healthy pullets were vaccinated 
with the Auburn bacterin three weeks 
before moving into pens that had just 
previously housed cholera - infected 
layers. No drop in egg production was 
noted after vaccination nor did any 
birds show signs of the disease after 
four months of laying. 

As with other diseases, the best con- 
trol has been prevention. However, 
to ensure eradication if fowl] cholera 
was found in a flock, the infected birds 
had to be disposed of and the premises 
thoroughly disinfected. Such drastic 
steps meant heavy financial loss. 

In addition to sanitation and proper 
management, drugs have been used by 
growers who have experienced fowl 
cholera in their flocks. They found that 
medication alone has not been the an- 
swer., Antibiotics necessary for pro- 
longed treatment are too costly. The 
less expensive sulfas all too often cause 
reduced egg production and result in 
continued death losses after the treat- 


ments are stopped. Another control 
has been vaccination, although it has 
not given consistent results. Commer- 
cially available bacterins often fail to 
provide maximum protection beyond 
several weeks after injection, and have 
not proved too successful in. combat- 
ing outbreaks because of delayed pro- 
tection,

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Rissbans Now More Willing To Talk 


Dr. G. M. Kosolapoff — a Russian by birth and an American citizen 
and Auburn research professor in Chemistry by choice — has just re- 
turned from his second visit to Russia since he made a hasty, secret 


exit from that country in 1918 as a boy 
of nine years. After a 40-year absence 
be made his first return to visit in 
1958. His reputation as a scientist with 
an international standing preceded 
him and the Russian authorities ex- 
hibited a willingness to let bygones be 
bygones. He gave a number of lectures 
on his work with organic phosphorous 
and received an opportunity to secure 
intimate views of Russia not afforded 
the ordinary visitor. 

Returning again this year for the 
convention of the International Union 
ef Pure and Applied Chemistry, which 
was held in Moscow in June, he found 
a somewhat freer atmosphere than he 
did two years ago: The Russians talked 
more freely to visitors (There were 
1500 scientists from virtually all parts 
of the world at the convention); they 


were more willing to discuss their 
Qwn country and more interested in 
the affairs of the world outside the 


Iron Curtain. 


The Pussians exhibited an interest in 


American elections and asked Dr. 
Kosolapoff if the American people 
actually have an opportunity to choose 
their leaders in free elections. 

Dr. Kosolapoff found that living 
standards have improved in Russia: 


“The typical Russian today is enjoy- 
ing a degree of comfort beyond that he 
has enjoyed before.” Dr. Kosolapoff 
notes that the improvement is pos- 
sible in part because of the introduc- 
tion of “installment buying, which is, 
incidentally, a good old capitalistic de- 
Vice.” 

However, the improvement does not 
bring the Russian standards close to 


those in America: “Food supplies and 
materials for refined living are still 


very expensive and out of the reach of 
most Russians. Bread and potatoes are 
cheap but other foods are very dear,” 
says Dr. Kosolapoff. He notes that 
oranges and apples cost about 80c each 
on his last visit; now ther are down to 
40c each, 


Dr. Kosolapoff, noted on the Auburn 
campus as an avid reader himself, was 
amazed by Russian reading habits and 
the inexpensiveness of books: He 
found that with theatres and other 
entertainment centers crowded, the 
Russian turns to books. People riding 
on public conveyances — buses, 
trains, etc. — will not be found read- 
ing newspapers as commuters of this 
country do, but half of them will be 
reading books. The price of books is 
approximately one-tenth of that in 
America. 


Since his visit in 1958, Dr. Kosolapoff 
has been exchanging books with some 
friends who are chemists in Russia. 
The arrangement has worked out well 
for books of a technical nature. The 
Russians have practically no way of 
buying books not published in Rus- 
sia. In the field of chemistry the Rus- 
sians print many up-to-date books as 
good as—in some cases better than— 
those available in America, How- 
ever, Dr. Kosolapoff wonders whether 
it is worthwhile to attempt to exchange 
non-technical publications. He has sent 
only one such book — Nevil Shute’s 
On the Beach — and that is the only 
book that has failed to reach the in- 
tended recipient in Russia. 


Honor System Is Best Says Lecturer 


The Honor System affords the most desirable solution to the long- 
standing problem of college cheating, Dr, G. Ross Freeman of the Cand- 
Jer School of Theology, told a group of Auburn students and faculty 


members here Aug. 4, Summing up at 
the conclusion of an open seminar in 
Which representatives of the Auburn 
student body, faculty, and administra- 
tion participated, Dr. Freeman defined 
the Honor System as one in which each 
member of the college community ac- 
epts the responsibility for the honor- 
@ble conduct of the entire community. 


During the hour-long discussion of 
Cheating that preceded Dr. Freeman’s 
summary, the various panel participants 
Gelved into the problem from different 
Perspectives: 

Dean of Faculties M. C. Huntley ex- 
Pressed his appreciation for the oppor- 
tunity to discuss a problem with which 
he has long been concerned. Cheating 
has not, he said, become a progressive- 
ly more serious problem at Auburn in 
recent years. Noting the increase in 
Auburn enrollment, he said that if the 
mumber of cheating incidents has in- 
ereased any at all, the proportion of the 


total student body involved certainly 
bas not, 


These facts, however, do not indicate 
that we can afford to discontinue a 
fonstant effort to reduce the amount of 
Cheating that does occur, Dean Hunt- 
€y continued. Later in the discussion, 
he stated his belief that the individual 
instructor can, for all practical purposes, 
eliminate cheating in his classroom. 

Robbie Robinson, acting president of 
the Auburn Student Government As- 
Bociation, placed upon society the bur- 
Gen of responsibility for the attitude 
that makes cheating possible and at- 
tractive. He noted that because of laxi- 
ty in the home, grammar schools, and 
igh schools some students come to 
College with an already-established pro- 
Pensity for cheating. Some instructors 
at seem to be more interested in re- 
felving salaries than in propagating 
Nhowledge of their subjects encourage 
further development of this propensity, 
© continued (Robinson was careful to 
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note that this indictment did not cover 
the majority of professors and instruc- 
tors), 


Christine Gritz, representing Mortar 
Board, read a list of proposals that 
Mortar Board had earlier presented to 
the faculty and administration. Miss 
Gritz stated her belief that cheating in- 
cidence is serious enough to merit con- 
certed action and said that Mortar 
Board’s proposals represent a good be- 
ginning, 


Dr. Wilford S. Bailey, chairman of 
the joint student-faculty Religious Life 
Committee that sponsored Dr. Free- 
man’s visit here for a series of lectures 
on “The Moral and Spiritual Values in 
Public Education,” described the ope- 
ration of the Code of Professional Eth- 
ics in the School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine (Auburn’s School of Veterinary 
Medicine initiated this code, which in- 
corporates an Honor System, three years 
ago and is highly pleased with the re- 
sults from it; the System is not, how- 
ever, used elsewhere on campus). Dr. 
Bailey then suggested that cheating re- 
sults in part from a failure to define the 
true end of education in such a way 
that we will all recognize that cheating 
defeats the purpose of the individual 
student, the faculty, and society. 


Agreeing that rigid faculty policing 
can reduce cheating to a minimum in- 
cidence, Dr. Freeman maintained his 
preference for the Honor System be- 
cause it openly places upon the student 
his share of a moral obligation from 
which he cannot, or should not, be ab- 
solved. Furthermore, he said that the 
Honor System will prove to be the most 
effective method for preventing cheat- 
ing if worked long enough to become a 
part of. the tradition of the university. 
“Each one of us is responsible for creat- 
ing at our university an atmosphere of 
honest inqviry and unquestionable in- 
tegrity,” he concluded.

Beekwith Explains Seat Allocations 


By Bill Beckwith 


Within the first ten days of September, Dues-Paying and Regular 
Auburn Alumni will receive their 1960 football tickets which they 
ordered by mail starting last April. Priority sales for this four-month 


period have set another record for 
number of tickets sold. 


Unfortunately however, Auburn’s al- 
lotment of Alabama tickets did not 
balance with orders so that 3000 re- 
quests were refunded by lottery after 
the July 15 priority deadline. 

Fortunately, the supply of Georgia 
Tech tickets did balance with requests 
of Dues-Paying Alumni and each or- 
der will be filled. There were no Tech 
tickets remaining for Regular Alumni 
and the general public however. 


With Cliff Hare Stadium now 
seating 42,374, no home games are 
sold out at the present but the 
Georgia and Homecoming game 
with Mississippi State are “going 
fast.”” Without the addition to the 
Stadium of approximately 13,000 
seats, both games would have 
been sold out prior to the July 
15 deadline and refunds would 
have been necessary. 
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Seating Locations 


The ticket office is now in the pro- 
cess of filling the 15,000 individual or- 
der blanks mailed in by priority 
groups. 

Student tickets are set aside first 
with this number regulated by the 
previous year’s sale. Faculty tickets are 
filled next in stadium sections out- 


Jined on the chart within the order 
blank, 


By contract with the opposing col- 
Jege, opponents tickets are mailed im- 
mediately; this number fluctuates be- 
tween 600 and 10,000 tickets, according 
to the opponent. 

With these obligations fulfilled, the 
ticket office then starts the slow and 
tedious procedure of filling the num- 
€rous Alumni priorities in order. 

First in line is the distribution of 
tickets to the First Priority Group. This 


includes (after students and faculty) 
the Alumni Contributors to the Greater 
Auburn Fund for Athletics. On big 
games, fulfilling these’ requests will 
include tickets from approximately the 
25-yard line on the south end of Cliff 
Hare Stadium to the 25 on the north 
end. 


At Legion Field in Birmingham, the 
First Priority tickets run from goal 
line to goal line for the Alabama game. 

After this allotment is filled, season 
ticket requests are then placed. 

In the East stands, the season tickets 
are stable with seats ranging from the 
50-yard line to the 30. Re-Order pa- 
trons are filled first, maintaining the 
same, or better seats, than the previous 
year. 

West Stand Season Ticket Holders 
have their seats filled after all First 
Priority requests are placed. These 
Seats range from 20-yard line to 35- 
yard line seats since they are not 
stable. The theory behind these West 
Stand season books is: “the best seats 
available after First Priority.” Because 
requests from the First Priority vary 
from 2000 requests to 8000 in the West 
Stands (Faculty & GAF), these tickets 
vary by games, 

Following the distribution of season 
tickets (approximately 75 percent of 
season tickets are sold to Dues-Paying 
Alumni), the Dues-Paying requests 
are filled by date of receipt. According 
to requests by high prority groups, 
these tickets are filled in the West 
Stands, if available, and the South 
Stands, 


There’s nothing which disturbs 
alumni more than being refunded tic- 
kets for the Alabama game, but supply 
doesn’t reach demand. 


If you are wondering what happens 
to the 43,277 seats at Legion Field, 
here’s a breakdown. 

Legion Field Bondholders receive ap- 
proximately 5000 tickets (from center 
sections of the stadium) before Au- 
burn or Alabama receive their al- 


lotment. Each school then has around 
19.000 tickets. Students and Faculty 
allotments leave around 10.000 for 


each school. With 40,000 Auburn Alum- 
ni, 10,000 of which dre Dues-Paying 
Alumni, it is extremely hard to allot 
two tickets each to 10,000 Alumni 
when only 10,000 tickets are available.

It is hard for me to believe what I see here. I am accustomed to 
the “Agricultural Surplus” problem but the problem here is to produce 
enough to sustain life. In spite of all the effort of the last 10 years 


production practices are very primitive. Most of the work is done by 
hand, I have seen only one horse drawn harrow in a field so far. People 
weed their crops with square pointed shovels. They have some tractors 
and combines in the wheat producing areas near the Caspian Sea but 
the fields are small and bounded by ditches, hedge rows or bush fences. 
An Extension Agent feels that he has accomplished a major break through 
when he succeeds in getting a farmer to use a simple plow pulled by an 
ox to prepare rows. Most of the farmers broadcast everythin

g that they 


They have a pretty good extension program in agriculture and I 
think that progress will be rapid during the next few years. The re- 
search program is very weak. 


The Impact Team with which I am working is composed of people 


who occupy important positions in the Ministry of Agriculture. The 
members have the authority to make whatever changes we recommend 
after the tour is completed. They are well educated and I believe that 


they have a sincere desire to help their people. 


It appears almost certain that we will visit Alabama. I want them 
to see how research and extension is organized in a Land-Grant Uni- 
versity. I would like for them to see some of our Substations and the 
very practical studies that are being conducted without elaborate and ex- 


pensive laboratory equipment. They have a very limited supply of 
trained scientists and a limited budget. They need to use their men and 
money on practical production problems. The Americans here tell me 
that they have not done this in the past. They have invested too much 
money in expensive laboratories and equipment in which the scientist 


spends his time doing basic research while the farmers continue to follow 
the practice of their fathers. This is being changed but the rate of change 


needs to be faster. 


If we do come to Auburn, I hope that you will be able to get ac- 


quainted with these men . 


I am enjoying the assignment but it will be nice to get back to Au- \ 
burn.

Auburn Library Acquires Rare Book 


. The Auburn University Library has acquired an-example of. “fore- 
edge painting” in its rare book collection. Believed to be an art-no longer 
practiced, it consists of a minutely detailed water-color painting on the 


page edges. This particular example, 
“The Book of Common Prayer,” printed 
in Edinburgh in 1827, has two views of 
Gloucester Cathedral, one visible by 
fanning the pages from left-to-right 
and the other visible by fanning from 
right-to-left. Called “double fore-edge 
painting,” it is quite rare.

Charles II of England. However, the 
artist responsible for “The Book of 
Commen Prayer” is unknown. 

Other new books in the library’s 
rare book collection are first editions of 
Longfellow’s “Song of Hiawatha,” one 
American edition and one English.

Auburn's Vet Students 
Make Top Exam Scores 


For the fourth consecutive year Au- 
burn University veterinary studenis 
have topped those of alj other veteri- 
nary schools on a special U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture veterinary exami- 
nation. 


The examination is given to the 
senior class in each veterinary school 
across the country. Students are not 
informed of their individual results. 
After the test the veterinary stu- 
dent applies for accrediation to certi. 
fy livestock for interstate transporta- 
tion, 
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award for outstanding accomplishment in research, is shown preparing poison bait 
for fire ant control in zoology-entomology research laboratory of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Hays was cited for his pioneering work in developing an ef- 
fective bait for destroying imported fire ants and perfecting a method by which 
it can be used. The 100 per cent effective bait was made using peanut butter with 
small amounts of Kepone, a slow-acting stomach poison. The bait was loaded into 
soda straws with a common grease gun, as in photo above. The straws were cut 
into small pieces and distributed in rows over infested fields, resulting in total 
kill of the pesky ant. Hays tested many baits, using different attractants and poi- 
sons before selecting the peanut butter-Kepone combination that the ants found 
irresistible. Hays is continuing the bait study in an effort to find easier ways to 
use the bait than the straw loading process.

Suing electrical engineering. On my 
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graduation Prof. Dunstan recommend- 
ed me to the Westinghouse Electric 
Graduate Course, and in this manner I 
started on my life time journey, where- 
by, I was 16 years with Westinghouse 
in South America and here. From all 
this, you will readily see that his pass- 
ing away has been regretted very much 
by me, and I thank you for your 
thoughtfulness in sending me the news- 
paper clipping.
